Out of Swamps 
Reclamation of Several Thousands 
Acres of Swamp Lands Near 
Golden, B.C, 

Work on the reclamation of sev- 
eral thousands of acres of swamp 
lands in the Columbia Valley, near 
Golden, B.C., will in all likelihood 
commence carly next spring, An in- 
spection of the proposed work is now 
being made by Senator B, C. Prowse, 
of Prince Edward Island, who is 
vice-president of the Golden-Win- 
dermere, Limited, a company capit-

Britain Exporting Live Stock 

August was a record month for 
British live stock exporting.

The Canadian Wheat Crop 


Is Estimated by the Government at 
193,000,000 Bushels 

The Canadian wheat crop for 1919-

els, 

Canada’s exportable wheat in 1919- 
20 will therefore be about 113,000,000 
bushels, as compared with 103,611,000 
in the last twelye months, or about 
10,000,000 bushels. This will allow 
of a few million bushels for the carry- 
over stock on August 1, 1920, 

The production of wheat in Eu- 
rope, on the other hand, is down, and 
Canada’s prospect of a good market 
is very bright. If credits can be sat- 
isfactorily arranged, there is no rea- 
son why Canada should not practic- 
ally sell out everything. Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland will require at least 
180,000,000 bushels, or about 70,000,000 
more than Canada has to export,

Iron Pyrites and 


Clay Deposits 


Interest Shown by Capitalists in De. 
velopment of Saskatchewan's 
Natural Resources 

Immense deposits of high grade 
brick-making clay have been discov- 
ered at the Elbow, according to An- 
drews & Cruikshank, analytical and 
consulting chemists, Regina, who re- 
cently analyzed samples brought in 
by farmers of the Elbow district. It 
has been further discovered that a 


{very valuable deposit of iron pyrites 


underlies the clay, so that the men 
who file on these claims and succeed 
in developing the discoveries have a 
double-barrelled source of revenue, 
Iron pyrites furnish sulphuric acid, 
which is a basic acid in chemistry 
and is worth $35 a ton, while a valu- 
able by-product is obtained in red 
oxide. Claims extending over a quar- 
ter section have been filed on ‘and an 
endeayor is«being made to interest 
capital, says the Regina Leader. 

A few days before the discovery of 
the iron pyrites was made, an Old 
Country capitalist, who manufactures 
sulphuric acid in England, was in the 
office of Andrews & Cruickshank and 
said that he would be willing to man- 
ufacture sulphuric acid here if he 
could locate a deposit of iron pyrites. 
Efforts are being made to get in touch 
with him. 

Messrs. Andrews & Cruikshank in- 
formed The Leader that all indica- 
tions point to a great movement by 
Old Country capital in the develop- 
ment of the natural resources of the 
West, and that the next two or three 
years should see some important in- 
vestments in directions which up till 
now have been entirely neglected in 
this province,

Only Known Copy of First Collection 
of Shakespeare’s Works . 


What is said to be a new world’s 
record in the price of books was es- 
tablished by the Rosenbach Com- 
pany, of Philadelphia, when the firm 
sold a single volume for $100,000.

Tonnage Returned 
To Sweden 


Return of Ships Will Largely Alle- 
‘ viate Shipping Shortage 


During the war, as is genefally 
known, the western powers and the 
United States came to an agreement 
with Sweden according to which she 
handed over to them shipping aggre- 
gating some 400,000 tons, This ton- 
nage, the “Svenska Telegrambyran” 
learns, is now to be returned to Swe- 
den; in fact, the United States and 
Great Britain have already turned 
over to her the tonnage which was 
placed at their disposal. France and 
Italy, however, still have a certain 
number of Swedish ships in their 
service, but it is believed that with 
freightage gradually dropping, these 
countries will find it cheaper to char- 
ter further ships than to retain the 
Swedish tonnage at war time prices: 
The return of these ships will largely 
alleviate the shipping shortage in 
Sweden.

But it appears to be 
granted in some quarters that ad- 
vances which are quite correct for 
other manufacturers, are all wrong 
for the farmers.

Fur Trade 
Is Good 


Trappers Are Expected te Reap a 
Rich Harvest This 
Season 


S. H. Coward, general manager of 
Revillon Freres Trading Company, 
who is at present in Edmonton, Al- 
berta, believes that high prices will 
prevail in this winter’s fur market. 
“The trappers will likely be-paid con- 
siderably more than last year,’ he 
says, “for competition is expected to 
be pretty active, while the demand 
for furs from the otitside market is 
exceptionally good.” 

The season will begin with about 
the same prices as last year, Mr. Cow- 
ard is disposed to think, but the ex- 
pected advances will come during the 
winter, with a possibility of reaching 
even fifty per cent. higher than | last 
year’s level. Just exactly what will 
happen in this respect, however, is 
at present uncertain. The fur trade 
itself does not know how it will work 
out. It only knows that the prospect 
at the present time is exceptionally 
good, and business is likely to be 
brisk, 

Among the standard lines of nor- 
thern-grown furs, red fox is expected 
to continue scarce, with prices begin- 
ning at from $25 to $30 per skin. 
Lynx is also scarce, and will start at 
about $25, There will be a heavy de- 
mand for rats at 75c and $1 each. 
Beaver is on the list at from $15 to 
$17, but mink is not as much in fa- 


vor as it was, the price on the St. 
Louis market being $10. 
Mr. Coward, who comes from the 


head office of the Revillon concern 
in Montreal, says extremely high 
prices for furs are now prevailing in 
England and France, The London 
trade reports a steady trade in the 
better classes of fur goods from the 
‘well-to-do and fashionable people, 
who refrained from buying during the 
war, and this is helping to kcep bus- 
iness good. How long it will con- 
tinue is just what makes the fur 
trade interestingly uncertain. 


Caravan Route To Persia 


Journey From India Provides Many 
Contrasts to Traveler 


A journey from India to Persia 
through Baluchistan, along the cara- 
van route provides many contrasts to 
the traveler. For days the sand — 
then an archipelago of black basalt 
bowlders with the sun beating from 
them as a furnace, Then great areas 
of “put,” “flat as a billiard table and 
baked hard like a pavement.” Near 
the Persian frontier the travelers 
reach a vast labyrinth of ravines. A 
correspondent of The Times of Lon- 
don describes the silence in this ex- 
traordinary region on a moonlight 
night, The ravines “were carpeted 
deeply with a fine silver sand, Our 
camels trod these without a sound, 
and our own voices grew silent—as 
if in some cathedral. All round us 
jagged spires of hard granite, polish- 
ed by the blowing sand till they shone 
like glass, stood up hard and immut- 
able like monuments of the birth of 
time itself, 

“There was no cry of wolf or jac- 
kal. Not a blade of grass grew. No 
bird of the night hung in the air be- 
tween those crags, which closed and 
opened for us in tortuous aisles and 
darkling transepts—full of the mys- 
tery of a place where no man has 
ever stayed. Looking back, I seem 
to have been visiting another world.” 

Then daybreak and the caravan 
emerges into a wild and more open 
country, Here range after range of 
mountains wall in vast plains of “put.” 
“Hereon the wild asses play, shy 
creatures that have but to sce a dot 
of a man come forth from some rav- 
ine to be off with kicking heels and 
flying tails till they are lost to view in 
the purple mists of the opposite 
sierra.” 

This is the caravan route of Balu- 
chistan. The only way across from 
India to Persia not so long ago,
